More than $1 million in public and 
private funds have been used to reno- 
vate the homes of a few Cal State Uni- 
versity presidents in the past year. 

The renovations, which took place 
for Cal State. Fullerton, San Diego 
State, Cal Poly San Luis Obispo and 
Cal State Northridge presidents, all 
happened before the current presidents 
of the universities moved in. The uni- 
versity-owned homes, besides housing 
the presidents and their families, serve 
as fundraising venues. 

The transition period between one 
president moving out and another pres- 
ident moving in is the optimum time to 
conduct the repairs, CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said. 

“No major work had been done 
for quite a while,” Fallis said. “The 
[CSUF] home was run-down and de- 
crepit.” 

The CSUF home had carpet, floor- 
ing and wallpaper replaced, in addition 
to more work. 

Some of the renovations include 
making the homes‘compliant with the

increases according to latest report

While the Cal State University can 
be considered one of the most afford- 
able systems in the nation, a report 
by the College Affordability and 
Transparency Center has deemed the 
23-campus system as having one of 


the highest tuition increase rates. 


The list was released on June 12 
and accounts for every university that 
offers financial aid. Every school of-: 
fering financial aid is required to give 
data to the Integrated Postsecondary 
Education Data System (IPEDS), ac- 
cording to the 2008 revision of the 
Higher Education Opportunity Act. 

Cal State Long Beach tuition and 
fees increased by 42 percent from 
2008-09 to 2010-11, jumping from 
$3,392 to $4,810. The average national 
tuition increase stands at 15 percent. 

The statistics lack the context and 
explanation of budget increases since 
2007, according to Cal State Univer- 
sity director of media relations Mike 
Uhlenkamp, 


“There is always value to data, 
but the data has to have a context,” 
Uhlenkamp said. “From the last five 
years, since 2007, 1 billion dollars 
has been cut from the budget.” 

Even with the higher percentage 
of tuition increase, CSULB -is still 
relatively low in price when com- 
pared: to other institutions according 
to Uhlenkamp. 

“Costs have been more afford- 
able than any other university in the 
whole nation,” Uhlenkamp said. 

School systems outside of Califor- 
nia have not been through the same 
amount of budget cuts that the state 
has seen recently, Uhlenkamp said.”

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Obama 
changes 
policy on 
deporting 
immigrants 


The policy change 
may benefit many 
CSULB students.

To illegal immigrant Julio Salgado, 
the days of lingering potential deporta- 
tion and hiding in plain sight now seem 
to be things of the past. 

Salgado, 28, is a Cal State Long 
Beach alumnus. His family came to 
California from Mexico when he was 
11, and they had to overstay their visa 
because Salgado’s little sister needed a 

_ kidney transplant. 

He has lived here ever since. Salgado 
calls California home, but he described 
President Obama’s policy change on il- 
legal immigration as “bittersweet.” 

“We can now be seen as citizens 
in the eyes of the country, but a lot of 
people who have been fighting for this 
since 2001 won’t receive the benefits 
because they are over the age limit,” 
Salgado said. 

The new administrative action, an- 

* nounced by Obama on Friday, tempo- 
rarily halts deportations of people un- 
der 30 who live here illegally but are in 
school or the military, have no crimi- 
nal records and meet other related cri- 
teria. It also allows this group to attain 
work permits. 

The terms of the action are different 
from the DREAM Act, which fell apart 
in Congress in 2007. 

Salgado believes the upcoming elec- 
tion factored into Obama’s decision to 
push the administrative action forward.

Department of Defense awards CSULB 
with nano-technology research grant 


The grant will go 
towards research.in 
nano-optics anda 


one-of-a-kind laser.

Plasmonics, phase transition and 
semiconductor quantum dots are just 
a few words that two Cal State Long 
Beach professors use on a day-to-day 
basis. 

Yohannes Abate and Shahab De- 
takhshan, who teach physigs and 
chemistry, respectively, will be able 
to continue their research of nano-op- 


tics and crystal structure determina- 

tion with a three-year $589,999 grant 

from the U.S. Department of Defense 
- (DoD). 

As part of the grant, the profes- 
sors will receive a broadband laser 
— the first and only of its kind inte- 
grated with a near-field microscope 
to be owned by anyone around the 
world. 

Abate is the principle investigator 
of nano-optics, the study of extremely 
small particles that can only be de- 


_tected with laser-based microscopes, 


experiments at CSULB. 

He began conducting research at 
CSULB three years ago and built a 
state-of-the-art lab in the Hall of Sci- 
ence. Together with his students, they 
use advanced microscopy techniques 
to condense a laser beam through a 
series of mirrors that reach a small 


focus point to record plasmons in ac- 
tion. : 

After several months of research, 
Abate and Derakhshan submitted 
a proposal of their research to the 
DoD. 

“Our proposed research plan 
[aimed] to provide fundamental under- 
standing of some interesting physical 
phenomena in materials,” Derakhshan 
said. 

The proposal was geared toward 
giving the DoD something they were 
highly interested in and in turn re- 
ceiving funding to continue to learn- 
ing about these and other novel ma- 
terials. 

Abate said the funding news was 
quite surprising. After waiting several 
months to hear from the DoD, he said 
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Students question spending on failed revitalization program 


MBA students have been paying an extra $254 
per semester unity since 2009.

When the Cal State University 
Board of Trustees passed the CSU- 
wide masters of business adminis- 
tration fee in 2009, the extra $254 
a semester per MBA student was 
intended to maintain the program’s 
accreditation from the Association 
to Advance Collegiate Schools of 
Business. ; 

At Cal State Long Beach, 20 percent 
funds generated by the fee went to a 
revitalization program struck down by 
the faculty. 

Dean of the College of Business 
Administration Michael Solt started a 
revitalization program to create a new 
curriculum and career opportunities for 
students. 

The program began in 2009 and 
ended in 2011 due to lack of faculty 
support. 

Solt’s program reduced the 10 re- 
quired courses taught in a classroom 
setting to five. Some of the courses 
are now online and others have been 
worked into new integrated courses. 

However, faculty did not support 
cutting class hours, Solt said. 

The program also held workshops 
for faculty members during winter 
2010 and summer 2011. The 43 faculty 
members who participated were paid 
$3,000 each, Solt said. 

_Eyen_ though. the. program, did not 
last, the workshops. created new cur- 
riculums, including integrated cours- 
es. 

The courses, which include global- 
ization in global business, customer 


relationship management and financial 
statement analysis, combine multiple, 


- subjects into one session. 


Ingrid Martin, chair of marketing at 
CSULB, participated in the workshops 
and helped develop the new integrated 
course on sustainability and business 
organization. The two-part eight-unit 
course has three to four faculty mem- 
bers teaching the class during each ses- 
sion. 

.“I think it really worked out great,” 
Martin said. “We’ve received great 
feedback from students.” 

Nonetheless, MBA students were not 
expecting the money to be spent on the 
revitalization program. International 
MBA student Victor Liu was outraged 
when he discovered that his scholar- 
ship money may have been question- 
ably spent on a failed revitalization 
program. 

“Tt am an international student go- 
ing to school on a scholarship,” he said. 
“This makes me so frustrated.” 

Senior English education major and 
former president of the College of Lib- 
eral Arts, James Sauzo, was outraged 
when he found out about the MBA 
fee spending in the original report by 
California Watch. Suazo said he wants 
CSULB to set a better example to the 
public and show that CSULB can spend 
fees correctly. 

“Especially in this time and envi- 
ronment as now with so much con- 
cern on budget cuts, student fees are 
not being spent responsibly,” Sauzo 
said. 


_Sophomore year MBA student Kyle 
Roddy-said that the fee is acceptable if 


it is being spent correctly in the MBA 
program. 

“] prefer that it be spent on facul- 
ty,” Roddy said. “I would rather have

Natalie Liberman, a junior marketing 
major, has seen her class sizes increase 
as an effect of courses being cut, but she 
still thinks the program was not a waste. 

“J mean, they tried,” Liberman said. 
“There was an effort made.” 

For the extra revenue generated 
from the May 2009 MBA fee, Solt is in 
charge of determining how the money 
should be divided. 

“We are spending with trustees in 
mind,” Solt said. “We follow guidelines 
100 percent to the letter.” 

‘At the 2009 Board meeting, the fee 
was also designed to hire qualified fac- 
ulty, support enrollment and diversify

the MBA student body. 

One-third of the fee revenue is au- 
tomatically-set aside towards financial 
aid for students in the MBA program. 
If that portion of the fee is not used to- 
wards financially needy students in the 
MBA program, then the money will go 


towards students in other programs on 


campus. 

Solt also invested in the Career De- 
velopment Center, specifically to ben- 
efit students in the MBA program with 
job guidance and opportunities. Also, 
lecturers were hired to take over classes 
so faculty members could have more 
time for research. 

“Faculty research is a part of accred- 
itation,” Solt said.

MBA program coordinator and 
Career Services Manager Kathy Rice 
said she understands the rationale of 
the fee but does not agree with the 
cost for the CSU level. She showed 
support for putting the money back 
into the MBA program by updating 
courses. 

“There are stringent guidelines of 
where the fee is parceled out to,” Rice 
said.“I support [Dean Solt and fee 
managers] in what they do.” 

Currently, the MBA program has 
ACSB accreditation. Every five years, 
the program is reviewed. 


“There is no attempt to do anything 
better than to improve the MBA sys- : 


tem,” Solt said. 
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From 2011 to 2012 the state cut $750 
million from CSULB’s budget: 

Sarah Flores, an alumna in theater 
arts, agreed saying the report can be 
misleading when students look at it. 

“We went from cheapest to still 
pretty cheap,” she said. “I think the 

' statistics are objective, but people use 
them subjectively.” 

Studio arts alumna, Sarah Kim, also 
agrees that the chart lacks context. 

“Tt gives a reason to complain,” she 
said. “It gives a bad influence based on 
just seeing [statistics] from the website.” 

The percentage of tuition increase 
for CSULB is higher than other insti- 
tutions across the nation because the 
CSU only increases tuition when nec- 
essary, Fallis said. 

“For the last 50 years, the CSU and 
UC system have gone out of their way 
... to keep tuition low,” he said. 

The CSU is facing another potential 
$250 million trigger cut if voters don’t 
approve Goy. Jerry Brown’s tax initia- 
tive in November.

to work on Boeing telescope, research 


Physics students 
gain experience 
through internships, 
jobs and fellowships.

NASA has given three Cal State 
Long Beach students the opportunity 
to launch their careers through intern- 
ships, jobs and fellowships. 

Sam Koshy, who just received his 
master’s degree in May, obtained a fel- 
lowship from NASA that paid for his 
entire two-year master’s program at 
CSULB. Meanwhile, physics majors 
Jill Pestana and Stephanie Sodergren 
have each interned at NASA. 

During their internships, Pestana 
and Sodergren worked on NASA’s 
Stratospheric Observatory for Infra- 
red Astronomy (SOFIA), which is a 
telescope carried on a Boeing 747 air- 
craft. 

“I really enjoy applying my knowl- 
edge of SOFIA, physics and astrono- 


my in order to create educational ma- ~ 


terial,” Pestana said via email. 
Sodergren said SOFIA was primar- 

ily a systems engineering internship 

with an additional side project dealing 


the SOFIA program. 

After interning, both Sodergren and 
Pestana were offered jobs at NASA 
Ames Research Center. 

“Since the end of my internship, I 
have been working with another in- 
tern [Jill Pestana]... on creating a new 
video series to introduce educators, 
students and the general public to the 
SOFIA program,” Sodergren said via 
email. 

Sodergren said her group is in the 
process of completing their first video, 
which they wrote; filmed, starred in 
and edited themselves. They also cre- 
ated a virtual tour of the SOFIA air- 
craft online. 

Sodergren, who has had three in- 
ternships with NASA, said she gained 
the most experience through working 
with SOFIA. 

“J had the opportunity to not only 
speak to the scientists who conduct 
astronomical observations aboard 
SOFIA, but to the engineers who de- 
signed it, and also how such a large- 
scale program is managed,” Sodergren 
said. “I even got to fly on one of SO- 
FIA’s missions.” 

Even though Sodergren’s first two 
internships with NASA were related 
to aerospace engineering, she said she 
might pursue medical physics and bio- 
engineering now because she wants to 
be able to help people. 2 

“Medical physics is a wide subject, 
but I am primarily interested in radia- 
tion oncology and diagnostic imaging 


that is used to treat cancer,” Sodergren 
said. 

Pestana will graduate from CSULB 
with her bachelor’s degree this De- 
cember and said she wants to go into 
energy research. 

“After many different research 
projects and these internships, I have 
found myself concerned about ener- 
gy,” Pestana said. “I would like to use 
my skills to research clean and sus- 
tainable energy and educate the public 
about research and science.” 

Koshy, who finished his graduate 
education in 2006, put his education on 
hold for a few years and taught physics 
at Locke High School in Watts, Calif. 

‘As a teacher, Koshy had more lei- 
sure time in the summer, so he de- 
cided to apply for a summer internship 
at NASA. When he applied, NASA 
reviewed his resume and suggested 
that he apply to receive a fellowship to 
go back to school and do research for 
them as well. 

“What [NASA] did at that point 
was give me a $30,000 stipend for the 
year,” Koshy said. 

Now that Koshy is done with his 
studies, he is on the lookout for em- 
ployment. Koshy said he wants to 
‘work for an aerospace firm such as 
Raytheon, Boeing or SpaceX. 

“Right now my skills are geared 
toward theoretical work,” Koshy said, 
“so I'understand that in an aerospace 
firm it’s going to be difficult for me to 
find a position.”

In recent 
years, hundreds of evangelical Christians have been 
arrested for “crimes against the order,” including 
Pastor Youcef Nadarkhani, who. was condemned to 
death because he refused to renounce his faith. 
Likewise, a Christian convert who started a “house 
church” was recently sentenced to two years in prison 
for “anti-Islamic propaganda.” ‘ 

Saudi Arabia. In Wahabist Saudi Arabia, Christian 
prayer, even in private, is against the law—as is 
importing a Bible. Recently officials strip-searched 29 
Christian women and assaulted six Christian’men after 
arresting them for holding a private prayer meeting. 
They've had no trial and remain imprisoned with no 
word on their fate. Saudi Arabia’s Grand Mufti, Sheikh* 
Abdul Aziz bin Abdullah, recently decreed that it is 
“necessary to destroy all the churches of the region,” 
referring to the entire Arabian Peninsula. 

Iraq. Iraq’s Christian population, which once 
numbered 1,5 million, has shrunk to less than 250,000. 
No wonder: In the wake of church burnings, kidnappings 
and the slaughter of Christians by Muslims, Iraqi 


sponsored bias and Muslim violence against Christians.

The Christian population in the Muslim Middle East has plunged from 
20% a century ago to less than 5% today—and it’s falling fast. 


Arab Christianity, for centuries a dominant force in Middle East culture, religion and politics, now faces extinction 
in nearly every country in the region.

90% of Christians living there—as many as 50,000 
people—have been driven from their homes, according 
to the Dutch aid group, Church in Need. 

West Bank and Gaza. Since the Islamic terrorist 
group Hamas violently seized Gaza in 2007, half its 
tiny Christian community has fled. Crucifixes and 
Christmas decorations are forbidden. Following a 
December 2010 exhortation by Hamas officials to 
murder Christians, Rami Ayyad, the owner of Gaza’s 
only Christian bookstore was killed and his store 


torched. In the West Bank, the Christian population . 


has plummeted as well, decreasing from 15% of the 
population in 1950 to less than 2% now—only about 
60,000 souls. Before Israel’s War of Independence in 
1948, Ramallah’s population was 90% Christian and 
Bethlehem’s was 80%. Today, Ramallah and Bethlehem 
are largely Islamic cities. After the Palestinian 
Authority took over Bethlehem in 1995, Palestinian 
gunmen attacked Christian homes and in 2002 seized 
and defiled the Church of the Nativity. Today, 
Christians make up only a fifth of the city’s population. 

Israel. During Jordan’s occupation of Jerusalem, 
from 1948 to 1967, the city’s Christian population 
shrank by 50% to only 12,646. Today, under Israeli 
rule, that Christian community is growing, as is 


' Tsrael’s entire Christian population—up dramatically 


since 1948 to 154,000, about 2% of Israel’s total 
population. Christians serve in Israel’s legislative 
Knesset, its foreign ministry and on its Supreme 
Court. Israeli Arab Christians are on average extremely 
well educated and relatively affluent. In short, Israel is 
the only place in the Middle East where Christians feel 
safe and can flourish. 


The U.N. Declaration of Human Rights, adopted in 1948; holds that “Everyone has the right to freedom of thought, 
conscience and religion.” Yet discrimination directed at Christians—as well as murder and ethnic cleansing—have 
always been a threat in the Arab Muslim world. It’s time our.media stop whitewashing “clashes between Muslims 
and Christians” and start honestly reporting the outright ethnic cleansing of Christian minorities by Muslim 
radicals. It’s also time U.S. legislators start denying financial aid to Middle East nations that refuse to halt state-

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“He promised to do a lot of other 
things ... he has great talk,” Salgado 
said. “At the end of the day, what are 
the actions? What are the results?” 

However, 23-year-old Diana Carde- 
nas, another undocumented immigrant 
and CSULB alumna, is convinced that 
the policy change is more than just po- 
litical gamesmanship. 

“This is exactly what we wanted af- 
ter the DREAM Act fell apart,” Carde- 
nas said. “It was no coincidence it hap- 
pened now. We have to give credit to 
what was done in the background.” 

Cal State University Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said the CSU has long sup- 
ported initiatives like the DREAM Act 
because it believes those who have 
earned college degrees have earned the 
right to contribute to the workforce. 

“What they do to their communities 
and the economy is a benefit to all of 
California,” Fallis said. 

While the decision has received 
some praise, it has also faced its share 
of criticism. 

Rep. Ben Quayle (R-Ariz) has in- 
troduced the “Prohibiting Back-door 
Amnesty Act of 2012” legislation in re- 


sponse to Obama’s administrative ac- 
tion. Quayle’s legislation would block 
the action, which he said,“ignore[s] our 
nation’s laws.” 

Norma Chinchilla, a global studies 
professor at CSULB and director of the 
Long Beach Immigrant Rights Coali- 
tion, said she could not hold back her 
tears when she heard the news. 

“I’ve had students who graduated 
top of their class, and now they’re 
washing dishes,” Chinchilla said. “It’s 
a waste of talent.” 

Though many undocumented im- 
migrants choose to remain inconspicu- 
ous, Salgado said he felt it necessary to 
step out of the shadows to raise aware- 
ness on the issue, even if that meant 
putting himself in harm’s way. 

“We use videos and humor to tell 
people what it’s like to be undocument- 
ed,” said Salgado, “but we want others 
to tell their stories.” 

Chinchilla, who knew Salgado dur- 
ing his career at CSULB, said she ini- 
tially feared for him when he went pub- 
lic with his identity. 

“J didn’t think it was the right thing 
to do,” Chinchilla said. “Now, I under- 
stand thatis’éxactly what has made this 
moveniétit 6 strong: Any social chang” ' 
es require people willing to take risks.” 


Graduates can pay off 
debt in Niagara Falls 


CSULB students 
consider moving out 
of state to get out of 
debt.

With many graduates feeling the 
pressure of student debt, the city of Ni- 
agara Falls has found a solution to its 
own problems. 

To improve the city’s struggling 
economy, Seth Piccirillo, Niagara Falls’ 
new director of community develop- 
ment, has proposed a plan offering to 
pay off the student loans of graduates 
who become residents of the city. 

“College debt is at the forefront of so 
many stories you see now,” Piccirillo 
said. “The New. York Times recently 
reported that student debt has topped 
$1 trillion; 94 percent of students now 
have some amount ‘of debt.” 


William Richards, a senior criminal — 


justice major at Cal State Long Beach, 
was able to attend school without tak- 
ing out loans for the first four years, 
but this year he will have to take out an 
$8,000 loan if he wants to graduate. 

“Tf I were unable to find a job in Cal- 
ifornia after graduation, I would defi- 
nitely move to Niagara Falls,” Richards 
said. “It is very difficult for students to 
find jobs these days, especially in Cali- 
fornia, because it is so competitive.” 

The plan will award graduates from 
two or four-year schools up to $3,500 a 
year for a maximum of two years. 

Fifty years ago, Niagara Falls’ popu- 


’ Jation was about 100,000 compared to 


50,000 today. If the city is unable to 
boost its dwindling population, it will 
lose some forms of federal assistance, 
according to Piccirillo. 

“We've lost a lot of talent, a lot of 
brain power,” Piccirillo said. “For 50 
years we’ve been asking ourselves: how 
do we keep our young people?” 

Alexis Zavala, a CSULB alumna, 
had to take out a $12,000 loan to make 
it through college. She currently makes 
monthly payments of $250. 

“T think the plan that Niagara Falls 
is proposing is a great idea, because 
it benefits not only the students but 
the city as well,” Zavala said. “If this 
was available to me after I graduated I 
would have considered moving there. I 
was pretty broke.” 

Like Niagara Falls, Kansas has a 
similar experiment in progress. 

According to the Kansas Depart- 
ment of Commerce, 50 counties in 
Kansas have established Rural Oppor- 
tunity Zones, which the state will offer 
income tax waivers for up to five years 
and/or student loan repayments of up to 
$15,000. 

Manager of the Rural Opportunity 
Zones program Chris Harris said the 
idea is “to provide incentives for rural 
counties that have lost population over 
past decades.” 

“Our hope, was that we’d get young 
professionals to move,” Harris said. 
“Physicians, nurses, lawyers, accoun- 
tants.” 

The city of Niagara Falls is expected 
to approve their student debt relief plan 
this summer. To qualify, students will 
need to rent or buy a home in a desig- 
nated downtown area in Niagara Falls. 

The city is being funded with 
$200,000 by the Urban Renewal Agen- 
cy Fund to pay the first 20 applicants.

An ex-cop was charged with two counts of 
rape, assault and armed kidnapping, to which he 
blamed his medication for making him “uncon- 
scious.” 

The former Westminster police detective, 
Anthony Nicholas Orban, claimed that his Zoloft 
antidepressant caused him to black out and was 
not aware of his actions. 

Orban’s defense attorney, James Blatt, de- : 
fended the seven charges further by explaining 
his client’s prescription change. 

The ex-cop had stopped taking the medication 
for a period of time, and then resumed taking it 
at full dose, which could have caused his zombie 
behavior and possibly psychotic break. 

Orban’s victim reported he had threatened her 
with a gun to her mouth after unloading a round 
of his semi-automatic service pistol before her 
eyes.

The court denied his “Zoloft defense,” and 
the jury of eight women and four men found 
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Orban guilty of multiple counts: rape, forced oral 
copulation, sexual penetration with a foreign 
object, making a criminal threat and a sentence 
enhancement of using a firearm in commission of 
a kidnapping. 

Orban is a veteran of the Iraq war.

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Casper Ware preparing for NBA Draft 


The former Long 
Beach State point 
guard has realistic 
hopes of hearing his 
name called on draft 
day.

Casper Ware’s ESPN draft profile 
describes him as a “super quick scor- 
ing guard” who is an “excellent ball 
handler” with an “unlimited shooting 
range.” Despite this praise, he is ranked 
as only the ninth-best point guard and 
the 68th-best prospect overall.” 

That low ranking is almost entirely 
due to his lack of size. At 5710”, Ware 
falls well short of the average height of 
6’7” for NBA players. If he were draft- 
ed, Ware would be the fourth-shortest 
player in the entire league. 

“People didn’t think I would be suc- 
cessful in college [because of my size],” 
Ware said. “I’ve always had doubters, 
but I always just prove that I have the 
biggest heart out there. That’s how I 
compete.” 

Ware’s heart, talent and hard work 
have earned him enough recognition 
to get him on the radar of numerous 
teams preparing for the NBA Draft. He 
has worked out for the Chicago Bulls, 
New York Knicks, New Jersey Nets and 
many more. 


“T’ve shown that I can play at an 
NBA level, that I have the talent to 
compete,” Ware said. “My expectation 
is just to get. drafted. I just hope to hear 
my name called.” 

According to Ware, most teams are 
still figuring out their draft strategies. 
At this point, he hasn’t received any 
hints from team executives or front of- 
fice personnel suggesting where he will 
land. 

The NBA Draft only consists of two 
rounds, which means that a total of 60 
players will be drafted. That is a signifi- 
cantly smaller number than the seven- 
round, 253-player NFL Draft and the 
40-round, 1,238-player MLB Draft. 

In other words, competition for an 
NBA contract is as stiff as it gets. 

In order to even get himself into a 
position to be drafted, Ware has had to 
compile an. outstanding career at Long 
Beach State. The four-year starter led 
the 49ers in points per game and assists 
last season and was named the Big West 
Men’s Basketball Player of the Year. 
His efforts also earned him a nomina- 
tion for the Bob Cousy. Award, which is 
given to the nation’s top collegiate point 
guard each year. Ware finished as a fi- 
nalist while North Carolina’s Kendall 
Marshall took home the hardware. 

That being said, awards, accolades 
and stats from college days hardly 
translate to pro success. This summer, 
Ware is on a mission to prove that his 
stellar play for Long Beach State will 
continue for whichever NBA team 
wants him. Unfortunately for him, 
whether or not he gets drafted at all is 
still up in the air. 


ESPN’s rankings aren’t set-in-stone 
draft results, but they do present a gen- 
eral guide to those following along. 
Ranked at 68th, Ware just barely miss- 
es the cut. His ninth-overall ranking 
among point guards is also discourag- 
ing — 16 point guards were taken in the 
2011 draft, which means more than half 
of all teams are just one year removed 
from investing in young talent at the 
position. : 

Supply is high, but demand is low. 
Anybody who has taken economics 
knows that this is not an ideal combi- 
nation. 

The good news for Ware is, by the 
time the late second round rolls around, 
teams are more likely to look past an is- 
sue such as height and go for a promis- 
ing player with some good upside. Such 


-an example can be found in last year’s 


draft, when the Sacramento Kings used 
the 60th pick to take Isaiah Thomas, a 
5’9” point guard out of Washington. 

Thomas ended up claiming a starting 
role and finished with the fourth-high- 
est points-per-game total on the team. 
His success is recent proof that short 
players, despite being at a certain dis- 
advantage, can be effective in the NBA. 

In the end, Ware’s draft hopes hinge 
on his performances at his workouts. If 
NBA scouts believe- what he believes, 
then he will become the first Long 
Beach State alumnus to be drafted 
since 1998: ; 

“] think I’ve shown that I belong and 


‘that I can hold my own in this league,” 


Ware said. : 
Anyone who saw him play last year 
can certainly take his word for it. 
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Casper Ware, who led Long Beach State to the NCAA tournament 
in 2011-12, is finishing up preparations for the 2012 NBA Draft.
